First Loans To 
Low Income 
Families Told 


Twelve loans to help 
low-income families in ru- 
“ral Alabama raise their in- 
comes and attain a better 
standard of living under 
President Johnson’s war on 
poverty program was an- 
nounced today by Robert 
C, ‘‘Red’’ Bamberg, Farm- 
ers Home Administration 
State Director. 

First of this type to be 
made in Alabama, the loans 
are authorized under the 
Economic Opportunity Act 
of 1964 which includes a 
rural credit service toboth 
farmers and non-farmers, 

Typical of these loans 
to be made throughout the 
United States under the Act 
is one to a 71 year old 
Escambia County farmer, 
with a family of thrte, for 
repairs to his dwelling by 
addition of a floor, pasture 
development, operating ex- 
penses, and the purchase of 
additional livestock. It is 
estimated his total gross 
income will be increased by 
48 percent. 

A loantoa Dallas County 
rural resident was madeto 
construct a small black- 
smith shop and purchase 
additional tools and equip- 
ment, This man is70 years 
old, his wife 62. They carry 
on a small farming opera- 
tion, It is estimated that 
their gross income will be 
increased by  approxi- 
mately $1160, 

A Butler County rural 
resident, whose wife has 
been totally blind for ap- 
proximately 10 years, re- 
ceived a $700 Economic 
Opportunity loan toenlarge 
and increase his fish bait 
production (worm beds), 
His total gross income will 
be increased from $2100 
to an estimated $3500, 

All of the loans bear a 
4-1/8 percent interest. 
Economic Opportunity 
loans may be made in a- 
mounts up to $2,500 to fi- 
nance small family busi- 
nesses, trades, services, 
and farming enterprises. 

The farm and rural 
families eligible for anti- 
poverty loans are con- 
fronted with such problems 
as limited resources; low 
income; indebtedness be- 
yond their present ability to 
repay, lack of management 
skills, and an_ unsatis- 
factory level of living. To 
help overcome these pro- 
blems and assure success 
of the new businesses or 
farming enterprises, bor- 
rowers will be providec 
with intensive and continu- 
ing management aid by 
local county supervisors of 
the Farmers Home Ad- 
ministration, Tobe eligible 
for the new rural credit 
program, an individual ap- 
plicant must; 

1, Live in a rural area 
which includes towns up to 
2,500 population. 

2. Have anincome so low 
it does not cover basic 
family necessities. 

3. Be unable to obtain 


credit from other sources, 


including the regular loan 
programs of the Farmers 
Home Administration, and 


4, Show a reasonable 
promise of succeeding 
in the enterprise to be 
financed by the loan,
